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RFMARKS 

Claims 33-38 have bean canceled without prejudice thereby rendering moot the 
rejection of these claims. Claims 39-44 have not been amended, and are currently 
pending. Reconsideration and allowance of the pending cla ns is respectfully requested. 

Claims 33-44 stand rejected as being anticipated ty USP 5,613,890 to DeMars 
("DeMars '890"). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent claim 39 recites, among other limitatic is, a cover element which is 
adjussd to partially cover the air channel in a manner such that the air channel is always 
at least partially exposed to ambient. See FIGS. 8-9 and page 10 of the specification, 
when) the air channel 191 is always at least partially exp ?sed to ambient because the 
cover element (slide 214) cannot completely cover the air cl annel 191 . 

In contrast, DeMars '890 does not teach or suggest a cover element which is 
adjusted to partially cover the air channel in a manner sucl- that the air channel is always 
at least partially exposed to ambient. For example, the plat i 72 has a hole 74 that can be 
aligned with the inlet air opening 68 (i.e., which leads to ar air channel) to control the air 
flow. However, as best viewed from FIG. 4, the plate 72 ( ompletely covers the opening 
68 so that the air channel is not always at least partially ex :osed to ambient. In addition, 
column 2, lines 50-55 expressly state that FIG. 4 shows "... the mechanism utilized within 
the bubble producing toy ... to control the volume of exter lal air Into the toy ... with this 
control being in the closed position not permitting fl >w of air through tho to/ 
(emphasis added]. 

The Examiner's comments on page 3 of the Rial Office Action have been 
respectfully noted, but Applicant respectfully submits that le language in column 4, line 
37 through column 5, line 3 does not expressly descrifcs whether the opening 68 is 
completely covered. Instead, as set forth above, FIG. -I and column 2, lines 50-55 
exprossly illustrate and describe the complete closure of the opening 68. 

Thus, claim 39. and claims 4044 depending therefrom, are submitted to be in 
condition for allowance.
